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The following discussions of the judgments are presented as an unofficial opinion by a member of the Jury 
especially delegated for this purpose. Although the Committee on Education hopes that these informal discussions 
will prove of value to the students, they cannot be interpreted as the collective opinion of the Jury. 


CUASS Ae Ila PROJET 
“A CONCERT HALL” 


As our first Class “A” Projet of the year presented a problem in a grouping of mass elements in a pictur- 
esque setting, the Committee felt that, in contrast, the second projet should be of a more severe character,—on a 
level tract of ground,—and in a city. The subject of a Concert Hall was selected as producing a circulation prob- 
lem of civic character,—located in a park, thereby permitting free development,—and the requirements of acous- 
tics, mechanics and dynamics added for a touch of modernity and inspirational quality. 

The plan requirements of the program offered no great difficulty of solution, but rather a study in proper 
balance of the elements, appropriate to their use. In elevation, research for character became of paramount impor- 
tance as the program stipulated that this building was to form one of a group of three, the other two being, an 
Opera and a Museum. Further, as the site was an unrestricted one in a park, the four sides of the building were 
susceptible of use in plan for light and air, as also of architectural elevational development. 

The Jury quickly analyzed these conditions and, at first, made light of the program requirement regarding 
the acoustical properties of the concert hall proper, because of the little conclusive knowledge now available on 
this subject. However, as the judgment progressed it became increasingly evident that this requirement of 
acoustics was forcing the trend of the solutions into a continuously enlarging hall offering no obstruction to the 
projection of sound emitted from the orchestra or stage. This established principle of acoustics quickly forced 
upon us not only its recognition, but the plan and elevational development arrived at from this basis. By reference 
to the reproductions of the premiated drawings you will see this clearly emphasized. 

The four first medals are splendid examples of what I have just stated, and in addition, as is always the case, 
they represent a clearly expressed idea;—a well balanced plan, logically arrived at;—and an elevation of good 
character, expressive of the plan. In one of these projets, the student elected to separately develop the artists’ 
reception element of the plan, which forced him in a dissymmetrical parti. Although the Jury could see no neces- 
sity for such a scheme (in interpretation of the program), the daring of the idea, together with the irreproach- 
able workability and balance of the plan as also its fine elevational development, won the projet its well deserved 
award. 

The second medals, of course, presented all the workability of plan and desired essentials necessary to this 
award. It would be impossible to bring out all of the points discussed in the judgment, but, by close study, it 
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will be observed that, although all of these drawings contain in greater or less degree the desired principles 
above referred to, none of them combines them all in the simple and direct manner in which they are found in 
the first medals. 

It is really unfortunate that the complete deliberations and logical analyses of the Jury cannot be brought 
to the student, Their realization of it might have considerable effect on their approach to the problem. Prob- 
lems properly analyzed and logically developed are those which are always premiated, and the thought expended 
on study and analysis of the program at the preliminary sketch stage is most valuable, not alone in the develop- 
ment of that particular problem, but more broadly, in developing the students’ mind as to method of approach 
for the more serious problems that await them in their later professional life.

EMERSON PRIZE 
A SHRINE FOR THE DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE” 


In the tradition of this ten-day competition the selected subject was a small decorative problem. The pro- 
gram requirements were simple, but by virtue of the title alone it became a problem of search for character,— 
simple, dignified, and that rare quality which may be termed inspirational value. 

Many solutions were presented both covered and uncovered, but because of the location of the shrine under 
the Rotunda it was felt that the uncovered parti was superior. Again schemes diffeféd in making this memorable 
relic of our independence either intimately accessible or suggestively remote, but in the final analysis the imagi- 
nation of the Jury was captured by the winning projet, a simple bronze rectangular form mounted on a platform 
a few steps above the floor. Here the simple document stood intimately accessible to all, mounted on a broad rec- 
tangular platform bearing the coat of arms of the thirteen original states and that of our country mosaiced in its 
floor. 

The drawing placed second was a gem of classic architecture, and the Jury, in its deliberation, considered it 
for the prize although they felt that some of its character was lost by the urns placed on the four imposts. The 
third first medal won its first place by virtue of the splendid dignity of its solution and its superb study in 
silhouette. 

The second medals were less interesting but each showed a simple solution logically arrived at, excellent in 
scale and good in character.

CLASS “B” Il PROJET 
“A METEOROLOGICAL STATION” 

The majority of the designs submitted were influenced by the modern concept of architecture and the 
projets submitted were of very high character as a whole. 

There was decided feeling in the Jury, that an independent expression away from the ordinarily estab- 
lished styles in architecture was to be encouraged, when such expression did not violate the fundamental 
principles of good design. Further, that there is a great deal to be done in the endeavor to express concrete 
in our buildings of today in a logical way, and for this reason, many of the Mentions and higher awards, 
were selected as natural expressions of reinforced concrete design. 


On the other hand, the average opinion of the Jury was, I believe, that too extreme use of the motifs 
and ideas generally associated with the expression of the most modern style, was to be avoided, that is, the 
complete casting aside of all principles of building construction for the sake of expressing a modern idea. 
An example of this was found in projets showing broad horizontal windows with even horizontal subdivisions 
of an alarming uninterrupted length, all for the sake of producing stream line effects. 

The size of the house and number of requirements for the Station itself, were not large and consequently 
several plans which were laid out with obviously too large and grandiose a scheme and scale were discarded. 
Conversely several plans also lost judgment because some of the rooms were entirely too small—the student 
having lost the natural scale. 


Kitchens were made in some instances six feet wide and the Assistant’s bedrooms were made very small. 
Other plans lost Mentions for the reverse reason—the living quarters were much too large in relation to the 
working quarters. Some plans were discarded because it was quite impossible to get the cars into the garage 
without considerable trouble. Other plans failed because the essential portions of the building could be reached 
only by going through another building; such as, the necessity of going into the Assistant’s room through the 
chart room, or reaching the garage by passing through such rooms as the storage and repair rooms. Many 
plans developed the chart room out of all proportion to the small working requirement of the small personnel 
involved. There was no real reason why the chart room should be placed up in the tower as the information 
to be embodied on the charts could easily be carried down from the tower. 


In general, the principles most desirable in the expression of the plan were—a well-arranged house, con- 
venient and not too large,—the placing of the garage in a convenient position both to the working elements 
and to the house,—and the inter-relationship of the chart room, storage room, repair shop and Assistant’s 
rooms so as to be easily workable,—in other words—a compact efficient arrangement. 

One plan which was highly thought of, utilized the entire height of the tower in a logical way, and in a 
single building, cleverly arranged and cleverly related. It was exceedingly compact—well thought out in its 
inter-relationship and certainly well worthy of the serious consideration it received.

Judgment of December 23, 1930 
DEPARTMENT OF ARCHITECTURE 
CLASS “A” II PROJET 
“A CONCERT HALL” 


To relieve unemployment during a period of de- 
pression a large city has determined to construct a new 
art center to replace the scattered buildings now an- 
tiquated by the modern trend. The program is an ambi- 
tious one and the group is to contain an Opera House, 
a Museum, and a Concert Hall, the latter being the 
subject of this competition. A restricted area in a public 
park has been set aside for the site and committees 
formed to outline the requirements of each unit. 

After considerable research, the Committee on the 
Concert unit have determined that a modern Hall in 
addition to its conventional use, should allow for the 
full development of the new modes of expression in 
color or visual music either as an orchestral accompani- 
ment or individual performances. A noted director of 
the new school has been retained as consultant and the 
specific requirements for the several floors of the build- 
ing are as follows: 


1. A vestibule to provide convenient and controlled 
entrance with connecting circulations suitable to 
the proposed use of the building. 

2. Several small foyers where groups may gather 
during intermissions for more intimate discussion 
or reverie than the present type of parade foyer 
provides. 

3. An auditorium with a seating capacity of 3,000 
people, disposed on an orchestra floor and _ bal- 
conies. The auditorium is further to conform in 
shape to the accepted principles of acoustical 
science. 

4, Provisions for an orchestra of 150 pieces that may 
be either concealed or viewed from the auditorium 
as may be required for specific performances by 
the conductor. 

5. A screen for the projection of color or visual 
music or adaption of imaginative moving pictures 
for interpretative orchestral accompaniments. 

6. A flexible stage arrangement that would permit 
the accommodation of either solo concerts or large 
chorals. 

7. A gallery for receptions and several dressing 
rooms for the use of the conductor and artists. 
The necessary services for public and artists 
should also be provided. 


The building shall not exceed 250 feet in its greatest 
dimension in plan, and should in elevation present a 
character interpretative of its use.

“A SHRINE FOR THE DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE” 

There is probably no document of greater significance 
to this country than the Declaration of Independence. 
Symbolizing the birth of a nation as well as that of 
democracy, its historic and political interest is beyond 
measurement. In 1776 its principles fired a small coun- 
try with ardor for freedom ;—today we regard these 
same principles as our greatest heritage and also, as a 
guide to the future. 

In appreciation of this fact, our Government pro- 
poses to enshrine this sacred document in a case placed 
in the center of the rotunda of the Library of Congress, 
where it may be viewed by all. 

The Declaration of Independence was written on a 
sheet of parchment 15” wide by 20” high containing on 
one side, the complete text and signatures. Both the 
design and the material for construction of this shrine 


are left to the competitor with the exception that the 
document may be easily read by the public and at the 
same time be properly safeguarded.

‘A METEOROLOGICAL STATION” 


Recent developments in commercial aviation require 
the establishment of a number of meteorological stations 
along the routes of our principal airways. These sta- 
tions are to serve the dual purpose of collecting infor- 
mation regarding the weather to be charted at the prin- 
cipal airports, as well as sending and receiving mes- 
sages direct from airplanes in flight in their locality in 
emergencies and as required. 

‘The subject of this program is such a station located 
on a level tract of land on the Maine coast, with hills 
and trees in the far distance. The requirements are: 

A. A residence for the Meteorologist (a Civil Ser- 
vice man and a member of the Department of 
Commerce) containing a Sitting Room, Dining 
Room, Kitchen, two Bedrooms and closets, and 
a Bath. 

B. The Station proper to contain a chart room with 
telegraphic as well as radio communication facili- 
ties; a storage room for paraphernalia, such as 
pilot balloons, box kites and general equipment; 
a small repair shop, and a room with closets and 
shower for an assistant who must always be on 
duty so that the station may be reached at all 
times. This element must include a platform 50 
feet above the ground, with stairs to reach the 
upper level, for observation purposes and the loca- 
tion of weather instruments. 

C. The other requirements are a two-car garage, a 
flag pole for wind direction and storm signals and 
an antenna about 50 feet above the ground for 
local radio service.
